Convention City of the We^t. 


The. Los Angeles Evening' News seems to have an idea that 


Los Angeles "is the coming convention city of the United States." 
/That city relies upon its magnificent hotel accommodations for its 
success in that direction. No city can become attractive to national 
conventions of any kind unless it has plenty of big 
modern 


well furnished and welt managed hotels. Los Angeles has learned 
.the value of f.rst-class hotels as no other city in the State has done 
and it has been for many years reaping a golden harvest through 
that knowledge. Tourists drop millions in Los Angeles every win- 
ter and those millions arc distributed among its citizens through 
the tourist hotels, which are multiplying there every year. 
But, 


•whenever any :hing happens abroad to reduce the tourist hotel patron- 
age, it create* financial depression in Los Angeles from which it 
tsikes a long time to recover, for the reason that tourist travel has 
become its chief asset. It lost the tourist traffic from the East last 
winter owing to the bankers' panic which followed the ruin wrought 
by the battle between the big speculator* over coppct in \Yall Street 
in October, 1907, and which suddenly forced the hoarding of tlveir 
resources by those who were in the habit of making their annual 
visits to California to escape from the rigors of an eastern climate. 
But that untoward experience lias prompted the Los Angelenos to 
begin booming their city and its suburbs of big and well appointed 
hotels as the future convention city of the nation. 


The only real rival LOP .Angeles can have on this coast in that 


respect is Oakland, which has a multitude of other attractions out- 
side of big hotels to draw to it the great organizations of the coun- 
try for the holding of their annual gatherings. 
But big hotels and 


plenty of first-class hotel accommodations are important elements 
toward securing complete success in any municipality aspiring to 
. become a corvention city.

a manufacturing center in the western half of the country. It is lo- 
cated in the frostless and practically fogless belt; possesses a mild 
and equable climate which is never enervating; stands among pic- 
turesque sunoundings and, moreover, lies in the heart of the most 
populous par: of the Pacific Coast, till of which constitute drawing 
cards for great conventions. 
During the past two years, Oakland 


has housed rrany conventions of some of the more important organ- 
izations in the country and it lies within the power of its moneyed 
-citizens by hotel building to make it the convention city of the 
,West, despite whatever effort Los Angeles may make to boom itself.

Roosevelt's Endurance Feat. 


The President submitted yesterday to the physical test imposed 


upon army and navy officers of riding ninety miles in three succes- 
Tsive days as much for the sake of working1 off some of his superflu- 
ous energy as to -demonstrate that the test is not severe. It was 
at least a di\ ersion from the other kind of strenuosity which has 
marked his daily life within the last week or two. 
At all events, 


the President and the three officers which accompanied him 
from 


the "White House to "VVarrenton, Va., and return, put to shame all 
of the records made by those office! s who previously submitted to 
the test. Thr ride was over rough Virginia roads which are natural- 
ly in their worst condition at this season of the year and the dis- 
tance covered was ninety-eight miles—eight miles in excess of the 
army and na/y requirements—and the ride was completed between 
3:30 a. m. ard 8:40 p. m. of the same day. 
The President and his 


party were seventeen hours in the saddle, having used four relays of 


,. horses on th: trip. Two of the animals ridden b\ 
the 
President 


•were his own horses, the other two ordinary cavalry horses which 
lie had nevei before ridden. When he dismounted at the entrance 
of the White House, he not only showed no sign of fatigue, but had 
manifestly enjoyed the ride. 
Tt was an object lesson to army and 


navy officers, which was certainly worth the making, and it served 
the other purpose of putting a quietus to the criticism that the 
ninety-mile three-day ride was too severe a physical test to exact 
from any officer. 
Regulation of Produce Markets. 


The rairs have been bountiful and grass on the pastures is

duce handled by the Exchange being auctioned off 
at a low rate, 


and a small lot being run up to a high figure in order to establish 
the day's m.irket quotations? 
The difference between the highest

bid for this jmall lot and the average price at which the bulk of the 
day's receipt* has been auctioned off leaves a big margin for profits.

we are hastening tne disappearance of the forests by the improvident 
course of using up annually three times the amount of wood 
that 


we are graving. It is about time for the country to wake up and 


follow the plan of Norway, Sweden, Germany and Great TJrilain, 
where reforestation is carefully provided for and encouraged by 
planting a score of saplings for every merchantable tree felled, 
In 


those countries the forests are valuable assets which are carefully 
fostered. 
In Norwa • and Sweden timber constitutes one of the 


chief articles of experts, and so carefully is reforestation carried out 
that notwithstanding the large amount of lumbering- carried on, 
the forests contain more merchantable timber today than at any 
time previously during the past one hundred years. 


The cntomolgisis of the Agricultural Department arc on the 


trail of the manufacturers of insecticides which have been found to 
be so heavily adulterated that they clo not destroy the orchard pests 
for whose extermination they arc employed. The department is so 
well satisfied with tl e workings of the pure food law that it is urg- 
ing the passage of a bill by Congress which has been prepared on 
similar' lines, by ma'dng it a misdemeanor to manufacture adulter- 
ated or mislabeled insecticides or fumigiciclcs in any Territory or 
the District of Colin ibia. Moreover, it shuts out of interstate com- 
merce such adullera'ions.
